The grape vine is the most accommor 


dating of all frult-loearing plants. It 
wBI adapt itself to all sort* of places, 
and amply repay any attention it re- 
ceives. It must, however, have some 
kind of a support to raise it from the 
ground. It seems to be specially de- 
signed to grow in trees, and it flour- 
ishes a» well !n a dead one as any, It 
only wants some branches to take hold 
of with its tendrils and a place to ex- 
pose its leaves to the light. If a singl* 
shoot gets into a tree it seems to take a 
new start, and will make several times, 
the growth it did on the trellis or build- 
ing. A young vine just planted will 
make a surprising growth if it has 
brush to climb on. On many places 
there sire trees that appear to bo of 
little or no use that might be used to 
I'aise grapes on. When a vine gets into 
a tree it can take care of 
itself, 


and will very soon ocoupy the whole 
top. 
Of course a little pruning and 


training would be an advantage, but 
without any care whatever it will bear 
abundantly, and be less subject to rot 
than if trained on a trellis. If one plants 
a vine with a view to letting it ocuupy a 
tree it should not be planted too near, 
as the ground is occupied with tree 
roots, and the vine would have a poor 
chance. It should be set at some dis- 
tance, so as to have the' entire 
use 
of 
the 
soil 
until 
it 
get* 


a good start. After it has a oane of 
sufficient length it may be layered to- 
wards the tree or trained on a twine 
directly into tho branches. 
While 


vines are climbing up among 
the 


branches they bear but little, but us 
soon as they reach the top and are 
obliged to make f. hovi/ontal growth 
they yield abundantly. Giowth first 
and frnitfulness next seems to be the 
rule in every thing. 


Pruning and training the vine is one 


of the most pleasant occupations that 
ever falls to thfl lot of the horticultur- 
ist. With skill and care he can do 
almost any thing with it, especially if 
he commences in time. He can even 
take an old, neglected vine and make 
it occupy a given space, covering it 
with large, healthy leaves and beauti- 
ful clusters of fruit. As no two neg- 
lected vines are alike, no rule can be 
given that will apply to all. We can 
give suggestions, but not details. 


We prune and train to regulate 


growth and fruitfulness. The tendency 
of the vine ia to grow upward and out- 
ward, towards the light and towards 
whatever its tendrils can take hold of. 
We wa,nt Ita shoots to be of a uniform 
size; its tendency ia to scud most of its 
sap into -a few shoots and starve the 
rest, making the Strong stronger at the 
expense of the weak. 
A vine left to 


itself will never occupy a given space 
on a trellis with any uniformity. The 
part highest up aud farthest off will 
take to itself most of the sap, and leave 
the rest to starve —M. Crawford, in 
farm and Fireside.

To Get Rid of Paint-Smell. 


(1.) Place a vessel full of lighted 


charcoal in the middle of the room, and 
throw on it two or three handfuls of 
Juniper berries, shut the windows, the 
chimney and the door close, twenty- 
four hours afterward the room may be 
opened, when, it will be found that the 
sickly and unwholesome smell will 
have left. 
The smoke of the juniper 


berries possesses this advantage, that 
should any thing be left in the room 
such as tapestry, etc., it will not be in 
any way injured. (2.) Plunge a hand- 
ful of hay into a pail of water, and let 
it stand in the newly-painted room. 
(3.) Fill three or four tubs with about 
eight gallons of water and an ounce of 
vitriolic acid and place them in the 
newly-painted room near the wainscot. 
The water will absorb the effluvia from 
the paint in about three days; but it 
should be renewed each day during 
tbat time.—United Presbyterian.

Dr. Brown-Sequard, in a communica- 


tion made to the Societe de Biologic, 
points out a method by which that 
common but uncomfortable experience 
known us "catching cold" may be 
avoided. He remarks that the parts of 
the human skin which are the most 
sensitive to the action of cold arc ut 
the neck and at the feet, and these 
should b« hardened and accustomed to 
withstand rapid changes of tempera- 
ture with impunity. His treatment to 
attain this end consists in blowing 
upon the neck daily a stream of cold 
air from an elastic bag, and placing the 
feet in water the temperature of which 
should be gradually reduced from day 
today until the coldest water isused.— 
N. Y. Post.

Shooting Dog*. 


The dog ordinance is to be enforced at 


onoe. It says: "It shall be the duty of 
the city marshal to make inquiry for and 
cause to be prosecuted every owner or 
possessor of any dog who baa not paid 
the tax upon any such dogsi and all dogs 
of any age found running at large in the 
city, tor the space of 48 hours and wear- 
ing no badge, and for which no owner 
can be found, upon reasonable inquiry, 
shall be slain by the marshal or other 
police officer, and removed from the city." 
The dog tax is '$1.00 to 13.00 annually, 
payable to the city clerk in May of each 
year. In return for the tax the clerk 
gives the dog-owner a metal tag, marked 
"T. P.," to be placed on the collar of the 
dog. This morning Officer Lilly marched 
into the BsPtmuoAN office with a shot- 
gun in baud, saying he was on the war- 
path, as he had been ordered to slay all 
dogs that had no tag attached. Thus 
far the clerk baa sold but 71 tags. This 
is a bad showing for the dogs. Lilly is a 
dead shot, and the canines will have to 
suffer.

61 Sold Out of 108. 


A visit to the Starr & Mills addition of 


108 lots on Canlrell Avenue in the fourth 
ward shows that that picturesque quar- 
ter of the city is having a boom of no 
anmll size. The owners have lost no 
time iu putting the addition in proper 
shape, having expended $1000 in grading 
for the streets through the blocks. Each 
street is 80 feet inside the curbs, allowing 
for a boulevard Ifi feet in width on each 
side. There are no finer lots in the city 
for residence purposes. All are high and 
dry, with excellent drainage, and they 
(Ire several blocks nearer the factories 
and business portion of the city than 
those north and northwest. Thus far 
Sturr * Mills have sold 61 of the lots and 
are negotiating for the snle of others.
